pointed out the differences of _ attitudes and opinions among 


the various _ ethnic and racial 


grOUPS. We are，however，not 


prepared to conclude that such differences among minorities 
will inhibit the building of a political coalition to flight racial 


injustice and discrimination. 


In fact，the study clearly 


demonstrates the need to _ have new definitions of what consti- 
tutes racial discrimination from different cultural Derspectives. 


For these reasons，we think the findings of the Study Should 


be Viewed critically and used cautiously. 


We .also think that 


follow-up studies should be conducted to helpausaareivenat aa 
better understanding of the minority groups in _ California. 
However，any future studies should include substantial commu-

Friends Remember Ken Wong 
For His Humor and Humanity

SAN FRANCISCO -With his 
column on Asian American 


affairs appearing each 
Wednesday in the 下 
ExXxaIi1er， Ken Wong was 


probably the best known and 
most widely-read journalist to 
come out of Chinatown.
